You  have  shown  an  interest  in  nut  trees  by  sending  for  my  catalog,  which  was  sent  you  and  hope 
you  found  it  of  interest,  though  I  have  not  received  an  order  from  you  this  spring. 


Planting  time  is  now  here,  and  whether  you  make  a  commercial  planting,  a  few  trees  for  home  use, 
or  trees  on  your  lawn,  no  tree  planting  is  complete  without  nut  trees. 

Pecan  and  hybrid  trees  are  ornamental,  and  make  beautiful  shade  trees  for  the  lawn  and  produce 
a  crop  of  nuts,  which  a  tree  for  shade  only  would  not.  A  few  nut  trees  planted  about  the  place  will  supply 
nuts  for  home  use. 


An  orchard  of  the  right  kind  of  nut  trees  is  a  very  profitable  investment.  Nut  trees  are  later  to 
start  growth  in  spring  than  most  kinds  of  trees,  and  can  be  planted  all  this  month,  though  ordering  now 
is  advised,  as  stock  is  limited  and  I  am  now  ordered  up  on  2x3  ft.  size,  and  very  low  on  3x4  ft.  size.
